After several delays, Ford assembly lines are scheduled 
ito get under way today at the Rouge plant and it is 
elieved about 10,000 1938 models will be run off during 
the remaining three days of the current week. If every- 
hing goes well, operations should reach almost capacity 
next week, since there is said to be an ample supply of 
parts, ete. ready for assemblage. With slightly in- 
reased production at Ford’s Lincoln division, the total 
‘Ford output this week is placed at 10,630 units, com- 
pared with 225 last week. 
With operations nearing capacity in all divisions, the 
“General Motors group should turn out about 44,900 units 
his week, according to ADN figures. Of this total Chev- 
olet has bumped operations up to 27,000 units; Buick 
as 6,500 scheduled, Pontiac 6,000, Oldsmobile 4,400 and 
‘adillac-LaSalle around 1,000. The GM total is in con- 
ast with 42,651 units last week and only 28,200 jobs in 
e same week a year ago. 
Chrysler divisions likewise are boosting operations to 
Imost normal, and should produce around 21,800 units 
is week, according to ADN. Plymouth leads the group 
ith $,500 vehicles expected, followed by Dodge with 
, Chrysler’s 2,900 and De Soto’s 2,400. The current 
week’s totals compare with 19,000 in the previous seven 
ays and 16,000 in the same period last year. 
With 3,400 units carded, Hudson-Terraplane continues 
the van of the independent producers, who also are 
iking operations considerably as plants attain near-peak 
apacities. The rest are Studebaker’s 2,460 cars and 
rucks; Willy’s 2,500; Packard’s 2,500, and Nash-LaFay- 
tte’s 2,500.

While efforts were being directed to al- 
leviate the Kansas City Ford plant situa- 
tion, the labor front in the Detroit area 
remained comparatively quiet this week as 
negotiations continued toward settlement 
of past difficulties between United Automobile Workers 
union and companies’ officials. In the latter connection, 
the UAW this week requested the presence of William S. 
Knudsen, GM president, at conferences now being held 
relative to possible changes in the present UAW-GM con- 
tract, signed last February and which ended a two-month 
strike. 

The GM-UAW parleys have been going on for some 
time, with improbability of an early settlement, and UAW 
officials believe that progress will be speedier if Knudsen 
consents to attend the conferences. Whether the GM 
head will do so was still undecided late Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, there was plenty of activity looking to the 
eventual reopening of Ford’s Kansas City assembly plant, 
closed last week by company officials “until workers stop 
acting like a bunch of kids.” Ford officials of the K. C.

unless they carried a union permit, were summoned to 
Dearborn late last week. Whether closing of the plant in 
face of possible labor dispute is indicative of what Ford 
may do if the disputes spread on a wider front, caused 
considerable comment here this week. 


Harry Bennett, Ford personnel director, declared he 
“hoped the shutdown was permanent,” and there was no 
indication the early part of this week of what the com- 
pany intended to do in the closing which threw 3,000 men 
out of work. There was considerable speculation that op- 
erations of the Kansas City plant might be moved to 
Dallas, Des Moines or St. Louis assembly plants of the 
company. However, in Detroit Monday, Richard T. Frank- 
ensteen, assistant president of the UAW, asserted that he 
and other union officials have been told by a Ford com- 
pany spokesman that the “Ford company will reopen its 
Kansas City plant with all men rehired, union or non- 
union, as soon as its other plants reopen to begin pro- 
duction on 1938 models.” Officials of the company, how- 
ever, would not comment.

With a total of 30 states so far reported 
ADN revises its previous estimate of 
September passenger car sales up slightly 
to 225,000 units, which compares with the 
220,000-unit projection made previously. 
Thus it appears that the month’s total will easily exceed 
the 208,896 sales in the same period a year ago. Septem- 
ber’s figure would compare with 307,814 registrations 
chalked up in August, which total contains an estimate 
of 7,400 units for Wisconsin which has banned publication 
of official figures. 


The 30 states accounted for to date show a total of 
126,589 sales, which compares with 112,482 registrations by 
the same state a year ago in September. With the latter 
total approximating 53 per cent of the final total a year 
ago, this year’s figure should be in the neighborhood of 
225,000 or slightly over.

Based on reports from 29 states, ADN’s 
previous estimate of 50,000 truck sales 
during September has been revised up- 
ward slightly to 55,000 units. The latter 
figure would slightly exceed the 54,611 
units sold during the same month a year ago, and com- 
pares with 60,401 sales during August of this year. The 
latter sum includes an estimate of 1,720 registrations for 
Wisconsin, where official figures are banned. 

The 29 states so far heard from account for a total of 
| 27,109 sales as against 26,828 in the same period last year. 
Since the latter figure represents about 49 per cent of the 
final September total a year ago, this year’s figure should 
be approximately 55,000 registrations.
